The Condition of Texas. 

The stories told about the "terribly" un- 
settled condition of Texas are in a greai 
measure exaggerated. The wholesale rob- 
beries that have lately been going on were 
ma le, not by Texau troops alone, but prin- 
cipally by * soldier Irom the rebel army 
irom other Slates. The truth of the matter 
is, says a Brow nsville correspondent, that 
the rebel soldiers here was worse than bad- 
ly treated. While he was doing duty in 
rough aud fair weather, and always on bad 
fare, his superior officers were making 
thousands by speculating in cotton, aim 
when the time came for the soldiers to be 
1 his su|>erior < flicer am ounted for all 
money received, aud the soldier was left in 
the lurch. Hence, the private*, rendered 
desperate by want, pillaged indiscriminate- 
ly, and committed acts of barbarism aud 
robbery which, had they been properly 
treated' even by those who deluded them, 
would have been avoided. The soldiers, as 
a majority, are settling down. The wild, 
bad, vicious spirits will in a short time be 
overcome, and then a degree of peat* and 
<eas will reign in Texas — provided we 
ilo not have war with Mexico— ja-rhaps 
never known to it since the time when the 
u rr'torv w as admitted as a State. 

The idea that Texas is wealthy and pros- 
perous is erroneous. Wnat wealth there is 
in the State is concentrated in the hands ol 
a few While the war has been progressing 
vastlv more thau the majority have been 
losing almost their aii, while a few— aud 
comparatively very few only— have been 
-n.w-ing enormousl v rich. The State is not 
now noted for plentilulness in corn, cattle 
and horses. The cattle have most all been 
killed, and the horses caught and sold, and 
thee .rn h*» we,, nigh given out because o I 
a lack ol labor to cultivate the soil. Those 
who bad labor used it to raise cotton, be- 
omh this was eaailv sold, found a ready 
market in Mexi<» and brought specie pay- 
ments. 



Itelvlug Among Dead Meu's Hones— 
Moue> Found in Graves-Kemaius ol 
an Ar tress. 

At its last session the City Council passed 
an ordinance requiring the human remains 
in the old Citv Cemetery, on Arsenal street, 
to be removed to the Quarantine burying 
grouud, and the laud laid off in lots and 
sold. For several days past workmen have 
been engaged in removing these bones, and 
transferring them to their new resting 
place. The cemetery is about seventeen 
acres in extent, and is well tilled with 
graves. The removal of these remains is a 
laborious task, and will require several 
weeks arid a considerable number of labor- 
ers. The cemetery has not been used for 
several years, and the graves are nearly all 
old, aud but few coffins remain. 

This grave-yard was extensively used in 
the spring and summer of 1849, when the 
cholera raged in the city, and u.OOO persons 
were stricken down by the pestilence. In 
those days the coffin makers grew rich, 
and the public administrator amassed a 
fortune. Corpses multiplied so rapidly that 
there was no time for making wills, shroud- 
ing the bodies, or holding wakes over the 
dead. A man would rise in the morning 
in perfect health, and before night his re- 
mains would be carted to the potter's tield, 
without a mourner to drop a tear upon his 
coffin, or a friendly hand to mark the spot 
of his repose. Strangers who died were 
tumbled into rude coffins, with their clothes 
ou, aud hurriedly placed in the ground in 
the old city cemetery. 

We understand that in digging up some 
of these old graves the laborers have found 
money enough to make the work interest- 
ing; not such valuable treasures as were 
disc .vered in the graves at Chiriqui, but 
still enough to excite their cupidity. Iu one 
grave the sumof$i00in French gold coin 
was dug up: it appeared to have been sewed 
up in the collar of the owner's coat, who 
doubtless had died of cholera, aud had been 
buried without beiug undressed. In anoth- 
er grave ?150 was unearthed, and ?12u la 
another. Larger sums may be found, and 
the laborers are on the , lHl m c for the pre- 
< ions metal. Greenbacks were unknown in 
those cholera times, aud geld and silver 
w en more plentiful than at present. 

Among the graves dug up was that of Mrs. 
Shea, an Irish actress, w ho wa < killed ten 
years ago on the stage of the St. Louis The- 
ater, by the falling of a weight Irom one ol 
the beams supporting the scenery. The 
play was "Jack Sheppard;"' Ben DeBar was 
playing Blueskin aud Mrs. shea was acting 
the part of Mrs. Sheppard. The weight fell 
ui" ii her head, fracturing her skull, and 
killing her instantly. She was buried in 
a m-'allic colli n with a ghiss face, and was 
interred in her stage costume, with her 
bracelets, breastpin, dec, ou her person. On 
opening the grave, the remains of Mrs. Shea 
were found mi a good state of preservation. 
Tne workmen examined her bracelets 
through the glass, but did not open the cof- 
§B, although it was reported among then: 
that the jewelry was worth over $.">,<H)u. The 
fad is, however, that it is only stage jewe!- 
rv, and not worth over ?10. Mrs. Shea's 
relatives are all iu Kurope, aud her remains 
have never heeii sent f.ir, and probably 
never will.— [St. Lo uis^Dem.

The question of the annexation of Cana- 
da to the United States still agitates the 
Qaaaaaaa mind. The provincial debt ot 
Canada has increased since 11410 about fif- 
teen miliums of dollars, or at the rate of 
three millions of dollars |>er year, until th< 
Canadians groan under a public debt Ol 
about eighty-live millions of dollars. To 
Canada this is a critical moment. Kvery- 
lanly looks forward to a crisis iu the gov- 
ernment the moment that the result of tin 
• 'elegates' visit is officially made known 
Should the government be defeated (and 
th"v must be should theconfederate scheme 
lail a general election would no doubt fol- 
low. It is not hard to guess what questions 
would form the points of dispute iu thai 
campaign. Lower Canada, says a cories- 
)lood\ t pmdeut, would go largely against confed- 
eration; Upper Canada, almost unanimous- 
ly for it; but, knowing as Upj»er Canada 
does, that the maratime provinces have the 
|K>wer to defeat the measure, I look to an 
abandonment of the scheme and the sub- 
stitution of separation and independence 
therefore. The proposed termination <>i 
the reciprocity treaty has struck terror into 
the people, and all seemed impressed with 
the urgency of some legislation that will 
more closely ally Canada with the neigh- 
boring republic." This is nothing more or 
less than a peaceful withdrawal from Great 
Britain aud annexation to the United 
States. All things considered, I am forced 
to the conclusion that this year will witness 
one of the greatest revolutions in the poli- 
tics of this province that it has ever known; 
and I firmly believe that two of the ques- 
tions at the next poll will be "separation 
and independence" and "annexation.'' The 
annexation breeze that swept over Canada 
in IMI was but a puff of air compared with 
w ith what this year will develop should the 
■ ni> deration scheme fall to the ground. 

The Wealth and Condition of .Matamorae. 

A Matamoras correspondent of May 31st, 
says : 

The state of things, in a commercial point 
of view, beggars description. Goods are 
literally given way. Millions of dollar* 
must be lost and hundreds ot speculators 
ruined before business is linally wound up. 
The warehouses here, and at the mouth ol 
the river, actually groan with the weight 
of goods of all descriptions. There is lum- 
ber enough iu the outitry to last for the 
next twenty years, and it can be bought 
cheaper here than in the forests of Maine. 
Pro|>erty for w hich lifiy thousand dollars 
was refused s x mouths ago can now be 
bought for half as many hundreds. People 
are leaving the country in hundreds every 
day. If left |o itself, .Matamoras, like Nas- 
sau and Bermuda, will sink again into in- 
significance. But the question just now 
agitating the minds of taa people here is, 
will it be allowed to sink into insignifi- 
cance? The French aud their friends, the 
rebel refugees, are afraid not; the Mexicans, 
to a man, hope not. Compelled to bow be- 
neath the French yoke, they still hope to 
see the day wOen the last French soldier 
shall be driven from the land. Cortiuas 
and Negrete still hold the entire country 
above this city, aud would, without doubt, 
now hold this place, but they have been pre - 
vented attacking it by the tact that it was 
well understood, that* in casethey had done 
so, Gen. Slaughter, with his entire com- 
mand, was to have assisted Gen. Mejia iu 
defending the city; but now that the Uuion 
forces hold Brownsville, Negrete and Corti- 
uas may be expected to advance on the citv 
in a short time. The French and their ad- 
herents are much exercised at the rejxirts 
received here of the great Mexican emigra- 
tion scheme at present being agitated in the 
I nited Stales. Of OOa thing rest assured, 
the emigrants will be gladly welcomed by 
the liberal party, which party I really be- 
lieve (and my opportunities for observation 
have been extensive,) comprises the great 
mass of the Mexican people. 



Reminiscence of Mr. Lincoln. 

Mr. Carpeuter contributes to this week's 
Independent another chapter of his remi- 
niscences of Mr, Lincoln, from which we 
take the following: 

SHAKSPEARE. 
Something was said about the play of 
"Hamlet." Mr. Lincoln waked up with the 
mention of the theme, and soou after said — 
and I have often thought of his words with 
a sad interest since his own assassination — 
"There is one passage of the play of 'Ham- 
let' which is very apt to be slurred over by 
the actor, or omitted altogether, which 
seems to me the choicest part of the play. It 
is," he weut on to say, "the Boliloquy of the 
king after the murder. It always struck me 
as one of the finest touches of nature in the 
world." * • • * • 

Remaining in thought for a few mo- 
ments, he continued : 

"The opening of the play of King Richard 
the Third seems to me often entirely mis- 
apprehended. It is quite common for an 
actor to come upon the stage, and, in a 
sophouiorical style, to begin with a flourish: 

" 'N'..w ia tin- wiutt-r of our discontent 
M «li itlorioUH by tin- summer kuu of York, 
Aid n l tbe clouds lh.il lowered upon « 
J ., Hi. deep bosom of tbe oce«n buried 1 



"Now,"' said he, "this is all wrong. Rich- 
ard, you remember, had been, and was 
then, plotting the destruction of his broth- 
ers to make room for himself. Outwardly, 
the most loyal to the newly crowned king, 
secretly he could scarcely contain bis im- 
patience at the obstacles still in the way of 
his own elevation. He appears upon the 
stage, just after the crowning of Edward, 
burning with repressed hate and jealousy. 
The prologue is the utterance of ihe most 
intense bitterness and satire." 

Then, unconsciously assuming the char- 
acter, Mr. Lincoln also repeated, from mem- 
ory, Richard's soliloquy, rendering it with 
a degree of force aud power that made it 
seem like a new creation to me. Though 
familiar with the passage from boyhood, I 
can truly say that never till that moment 
had I fully appreciated its spirit. I could 
not refrain from laying down my palette 
and brushes, and applauding thePresideut 
heartily, upon his conclusion, saying, at the 
same time, half iu earnest, that " I was not 
sure but that he had made a mistake in the 
choice of a profession," considerably, as 
may be imagined, to his amusement !

Governor Fletcher has issued his procla- 
mation declaring that the new constitution 
of Missouri has been adopted by tbe popu- 
lar vote, and from the fourth of July, MBs, 
it becomes the supreme law ol the State.

The Richmond Republic has a "realizing 
sense' that if Virginia would get rid of 
martial law she must choose reasonable aud 
loyal men to office. It says: "The naked 
|Mt hy that, just now, we have no political 
rights which we ourselves can assert. We 
are a conquered people. We are under the 
hand ol military power. To this power w- 
have submitted. We still have justice with 
urn; but that justice is administered after 
military methods, according to military 
ideas by military men. The South is a 
great military camp, and every citizen un- 
der orders like a soldier. It, therelore, ar- 
gues just as little lor the good sense ot a 
man to see him disputing the merits of this 
or that official act as to see a soldier hum- 
ming and hawing whether he ought to obey 
orders or not." 

The Republic therefore counsels modera- 
tion in the ensuing elections, because if men 
peculiarly obnoxious iu their antecedents 
are chosen, the chances are the election will 
be set aside, "and that the communities 
found thus wantonly insulting the govern- 
ment would not again be entrusted with the 
burden of self-government lor some time 



a Fight on a Kailroad Train. 

The Memphis Bulletin of the 2Gth gives 
the following accouut of a bloody affray 
w hich took place recently on a Southern 
railroad: — 

A terrible aliair occurred on the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad on Saturday, by 
which both participants were mortally, 
and two others severely wounded. A de- 
tachment ol the Kighty-eighth United State- 
Colored Infantry are doing duty at the 
depot. One of the men was stationed at the 
door of the ladies' car of the regular train 
going out on Saturday morniug. 

Just before the train started, Corporal 
Francis Long, Company L, Eleventh New 
York Cavalry, stepped ou the platform, 
and was about to enter the car, when he 
was stopped by the guard. Some words 
ensued. Long remained iu the vicinity of 
the guard, and the quarrel was kept up al 
intervals until the train reached Forrest 
Hill Station, when, just as the train was 
starting, the guard tired at Long, the ball 
passing through his body in the ue.ghbor- 
hood o* the stomach. Long immediatelv 
returned the tire of the guard with a revol 
ver, the ball passing through the guard s 
breast. 

The ball from the gun of the guard, after 
going through Corporal Long's body, pass- 
ed through the doorway of the car next in 
front, and struck Colonel Thomas Harris, a 
paroled reliel prisoner, in the breast, glanced 
upward, passed through his left arm, and 
shattered the bone. The arm was taken off 
near the shoulder by a surgeon. The bal: 
from the revolver of Long, after passing 
through the body of the guard, struck ami 
severely wounded the brakesman, a color- 
ed man, standing near. It was thought 
yesterday that the wounds of the guard and 
Corporal Long would prove fatal. The 
Corporal was under the influence of liquor 
at the time. 

President Lincoln's Resting Place. 

The tomb in which the President's re- 
mains, together with those of his little sou, 
are placed, is kept carpeted with fresh flow- 
ers, and about and upon tbe coffin as they 
lie in view are garlands and clusters of 
buds aud blossoms, ever fresh and fragrant, 
so that the very breath of the sepulchre is 
rendered redolent and pure. Looking into 
the tomb the visitoi can discern nothing of- 
fensive — no token of the "damp vault's day- 
less gloom"— deem himself gazing Into 
some floral cave whose tenants are the 
graces and summer nymphs. 

The taste which is thus displayed in ren- 
dering the vault attractive is most com- 
mendable, aud will brighten the recollec- 
iiou of every pilgrim who has here gazed 
upon the dead. Mr. Willis, in addition to 
this, has also opened a book upon which 
every visitor can register his name and ap- 
jieud such remarks as the scenes may sug- 
gest to his miud. Since the 14th of May last 
some two thousand names of visitors have 
beeu thus registered, representatives of 
every State iu the Union, and also the Can- 
adas. One hack upon every day during 
the week and two upon the Sabbath are 
kept running between the city and the cem- 
etery for the accommodation of visitors, 
and all this has beeu done since the remains 
of our late President were placed at rest in 
this pleasant burial place, since Oak Ridge 
has held the dust of this great man. And 
in making this notice we would conclude by 
adding that this is not ouly to be the rest- 
ing place of the President, but there is to be 
erected a pile to his memory which shall 
stand through all ages to come. 

The rising grouud immediately in the 
rear of the tomb has been selected as the 
site of the Pfesident's mouumeut. Three 
acres upon this beautiful spot was selected 
by the Monument Association ou Saturday 
last, and here it has beeu decided to builli 
the shaft. The beauty aud appropriateness 
of this site are such as would recommend it 
to the minds of all, aud we are pleased to 
know so agreeable a selection has been 
made.— [Springfield (111.) Journal. 



A Remarkable Tree. 

The Paris correspondent of the New York 
Methodist furnishes the following interest- 
ing account of a species of a tree brought 
within a few years from Australia to Al- | 
giers : 

The Mouiteur, in giving an account of 
the Emperor's recent visit to the Jardiu 
d'Acclimatiou at Algiers, stated that II s 
Majesty was much struck with the rapid 
growth ot the Eucalyptus Resinifera, or 
Australian gum tree, which has attained a 
height of 30 feet aud a diameter of six 
inches in two years. This remarkable tree, 
in its native soil— Australia— sometimes 
reaches the height of 340 feet, and has beeu 
found more thau niueteeu feet in diameter 
at about a yard from the grouud. It often 
yields planks lino feet long, without a sin- 
gle defect. The wood, notwithstanding its 
rapid growth, is hard, and heavier than 
oak. It also presents beautiful colors, and 
is consequently well adapted for cabinet 
work. An astringeut gum, kuown in com- 
merce as kitio, is obtained by making in- 
cisions in its bark. The eucalyptus is an 
evergreen; its leaves have nearly the same 
shape as the laurel. The development of us 
lateral branches are no less wonderful thau 
its stems. They are small until the trunk at- 
tains the height of about 100 feet, when they 
shoot out almost horizontally, sometimes 
to the length of 90 leet, giving the tree the 
appearance of flu enormous umbrella. The 
seed, strange to say, is very small, and not 
uulike that of the tobacco plant. The flow- 
ers are white, of a most agreeable smell, 
and much liked by bees, which extract from 
them a must delicious honey. It is also re- 
marked in Australia, that the ague is al- 
most unknown in districts where this tree 
is abundant. 



MISCELLANEOUS IT I.MS. 

Henry Winter Davis delivered the 4th of 
July oration at Chicago, and it is said took 
ground in favor of negro suffrage. 

A fond mother in Ohio died with sudden 
joy, the other day, at the return from the 
army of her only son, whom she had not 
seen for over three years. 

The boot and shoe manufactories of Mas- 
sachutts are all in operation, and the work- 
men receiving fair wages, averaging from 
92 50 to |3 50 a day. 

The French gov< rnment have corrected 
the error of suppressing the popular sub- 
scription to the Lincoln medal, and dis- 
claims it as the act of over-zealous officials. 

Col. G. M. Totten has returned to New- 
York, having been unsuccessful in the ne- 
gotiation of the new Pacific Railroad con- 
tract. 

The deposits in iho Freedmen's Savings 
Bank at Hilton Head, since last October, 
have been over $110,000. A portion of the 
depositors were white soldieas. 

A call signed by a large number of names, 
is out for a meeting in Richmond, to take 
measures for rebuilding the burnt districts 
of that city, and for the re-establishment of 
trade, commerce and manufactures. 

A dog in Danbury, Connecticut, waa 
struck by lightning, a few days since, and 
one-half of him paralyzed for two or three 
days ; but on the whole he was too much 
for the fluid. 

A man recently broke off a marriage en- 
gagement because tbe lady did not poaaan 
good conversational powers. A wicked edi- 
tor, commenting upon the fact, says: "He 
should have married her, and then refused 
her a new bonnet, to have developed her 
powers of talk." 

The new gunboat Eilah was successfully 
launched at St. Louis on Saturday evening. 
She is the largest vessel ever launched ou 
the Mississippi, and measures 1,800 tons. 
The Shilob, another vessel of the same 
class, and about as long, will be launched 
in a day or two. * 

The history of the war has yet to be reud 
iu the South. Several intelligent Southern 
men are now at Washington who never 
saw a Northern paper for two years, and 
never heard such items of news as the at- 
tempts to burn the hotels in New York, 
until after their arrival at Fortress Monroe. 

A new railway, the "Alexander," is 
about to be constructed iu Russia, which 
will bring the fertile corn districts, on the 
borders of the Black Sea, into communica- 
tion with all parts of Europe. By this line 
Berlin will be brought within 4b hours of 
Odessa, and an Englishman may travel 
from London to the Black Sea in forty- 
eight houis. 

A gentleman just returned from the VaN 
ley of Virgiuia, iu the vicinity of Lexing- 
ton and Staunton, says that the crops iu 
that section are unsurpassed by previous 
years. The wheat crop is very fine, but the 
other cereals are superabundant, and nev- 
er were so acceptable as now. The wheat, 
oats, aud rye are being rapidly harvested, 
and will soou be ready for the market. 

The Manchester (N* H.) Mirror says that 
there never was so great a demand for fe- 
uiule operatives skilled iu the business ot 
working iu cotton mills as now. Tbe 
Amoskeag and Stark Mills would start up 
double tbe present amount of work, if the} 
had plenty of weavers and skilled help, 
and all the other mills are short of the same 
class of labor. 

One of the Wisconsin boys, on the recep- 
tion on Thursday uight of the 5th regiment 
of that State said: "This is the first square 
meal I have bad since I left home." Ou 
being asked what a square meal was, he re- 
plied: "Four cups of coffee, all the ham I can 
eat, with bread, butter, pies, cakes, pickles, 
aud cheese in proportion, with ladies smil- 
ing to inspire the apjietite." 

The Postal Money Order System. 

The poslal money order system, which 
weut iuto operation ou the 1st day of No- 
vember, 1S04, when one hundred and forty- 
one post offices in the loyal States ajata 
made money-order offices, has been ex- 
tended so as to include four hundred and 
twenty offices, iu nearly all the States. By 
far the largest proportion of the new offices 
are, of course, in the North, where facilities 
for the transmission of money were most 
needed. 

The working of the system has so far 
given uuiversal satisfaction. In the busi- 
ness of the New York offices, says the Even- 
ing Post, with other offices, no losses either 
to the senders or receivers of orders have 
occurred. Iu a few cases of error or care- 
lessness in the drawing or the use of orders 
it was necessary to cancel or duplicate the 
drafts; but the familiarity of the public 
with the system renders such cases very 
rare. 

The amounts of the drafts paid weekly 
in New York city is not far from $9,000; the 
deposits for orders on other places in the 
United States are about a third of tha^ 
amount. 

It will be remembered that orders may 
be drawn for any sum from one to thirty 
dollars, on paymeut of ten to tweuty cents; 
and larger sums are transmitted by using 
additional orders.

Pandora's box of subversions, revolutions 
i dire; that its object is to clothe 
with the franchise and with pow- 
er in all the States; and that the rejection of 
it by Kentucky will save the 
trous results.

to impossible to answer such stuff 
gravely, for it is at once such arrant quack- 
ery, and such unrivalled nonsense and ab- 
surdity. The editorof the Democrat knows 
very well that neither malice or disaster, 
nor any hidden purpose lurks in that sec- 
We have n..t the charity to 
ritb one grain of sincerity in his 
ot the point. 

he were both sincere and 
in his pretended apprehensions on 
Would Kentucky gain any- 
thing by refusing to ratify the amendment? 
She cannot defeat that measure. There 
never was any event not yet consummated 
lu the natural or human world, whose con 
summation was more certain, aDd that at 
an early day. And the most perverse pig- 
headedneas, a brain claa in the thickest 
sheathing of "copper," cannot deny that 
the second clause of the amendment, is at 
least capable of a different and milder con- 
struction than the one put upon it by the 
Democrat. 

And we spprehend that after the amend 
ment shall have been ratified by the requi- 
site number of Stales, and have become a 
part of the organic la*- of the land, nobody 
will be more prompt to repudiate as an 
utter perversion of language, that very cou- 
structi m, than this same Democrat editor. 
He wiii then suddenly discover that there 
is no such meaning in the text. 

That the authors ot the amendment had 
no such Intention or thought, that the men 
and States who voted for it were unanimous 
lu the belief that the clause under discuo.- 
sion merely meaus just what, in substance, 
it says: that Congres- shall have power to 
fix. by appropriate legislation, the status oi 
freedom secured to l he negro by the amend- 
ment. That is to say, provided any party 
or any leaders of opinion assume a contrary 
position to this, such will be the vehement 
assumption of the Democrat. Aud forthetmt 
time in several years he will have a solid 
basis of fact to build on. No candid person 
oan fail to see that the "appropriate legisla- 
tion" contemplated in this susp-<-i*.d clause 
is such as shall prevent uegrophobists, like 
the editor of the Democrat, from attempting 
to fulfill the prophecies, by continuing to 
wallop niggers and "curse Canaan," in spite 
of the Coi.stitution.

It is that which imposes the 
duty upon the National Government of 
guarsnteeing a republican form of govern- 
ment to every State. A vastly stronger and 
more defensible argument for the enforce- 
ment of universal suffrage throughout the 
Republic couM be ba-ed on that (by as- 
suming the sample postulate that a govern- 
ment which disfranchises a portion of its 
population on account of color is not repub- 
lican > than on the second section of this 
amendment. 

The Democrat concedes, with a good imi- 
tation of a shudder, the fact that the friends 
Of negro suffrage are sbre .■ d men. If they 
are, they will not be likely to exchange a 
Sumter for a Moultrie, or rather, a tolera- 
bly formidable position for no position at 
all. And it is DOiioeable that the most ex- 
treme and earnest of these advocates do not 
attempt any stand on this untenable 
ground. We can conceive of only one con- 
dition in public affairs which could make 
this ground tenable. It is that which may 
to* prevalence of 



just suoh contumacy as the Dem" 
ocrat exhibits. If the pro-slavery fa- 
natics should prove so intractable und 
so numerous as to practically defeat 
the executiou of national law emancipating 
slaves, and in any States should attempt to 
preserve the institution of biavery, in

, BEGINNING AND END. 

Extract from the oratiou of Rev. Jacob 
M. Manning before the city government of 80 f,i, R «do!*«,», 
Boston, July 4th, 1865: 

How shall I fitly impreas you with the 
grandeur of this result to our country? Let 
us first cortraat the opening with the closj 
of the rebellion. Never before did treason 
start up so pompously, and perish so inglo- 
riously. At the secession of South Caroli- 
na, Mr. Keitt said: "We have carried the 
body of this Union to its last resting place, 
aud now we will drop the flag over its 
grave." But he is in a traitor's gory grave, 
and the flag still waves on high. When 
the conspirators met at Montgomery, Davis 
said: "The South is determined to maiu- 
taiu her position, and make all who oppose 
her amah Southern powder and feel South- 
ern steel." But that steel aud powder are 
ours to day, aud Davis— quanttis mutatwi 
ab illo— emells a gibbet iu the air. Mr. 
■Stephens said: "In the conflict, thus far, 
success has been ou our side, complete 
throughout the length aud breadth of tae 
Confederate States. It is upon [ihe enslave- 
ment of the African race,] as I have slated, 
our social fabric is firmly plauted; aud I 
cannot permit myself to doubt the ultimate 
success and lull recognition of this princi- 
ple throughout the civilized and enlighten- 
ed world."

Headquarters Department of Ken- 
tucky, Louisville, Ky., July 10, 1865.— All 
the provisions of General Orders, No. 32, 
Department of Kentucky, are hereby ex- 
tended to all posts and placed in the depart- 
ment occupied by troops.

The Government is rapidly dismantling 
the fortifications at Richmond and Peters 
burg, aud shipping the canuou, Sic, to the 
Washington and othei Northern navy- 
yards and arsenals. The number of cannon 
of all kiuds— siege and field— is much 
larger thau was originally supposed. At 
one time, lour or five acres, at th\* landing 
helow Richmond, were covered with can- 
uou, caissons, army wagons, Arc. Five ves- 
sels were at Utty Point and Kichmond last 
week, loading with them, including the 
beautiful Wbitworth battery of ritled cast- 
steel twelve pounders, surrendered by Gen. 
Lee, at Burkesville, Virgiuia, which was 
prssV nted to the rebels, at the beginning ol 
the war, by sympali/ing friends iu England. 
Artillery officers pronounce it one of the 
finest batteries in the world. It will, prob- 
ably, be seut, with other curious pieces, to 
West Point, as trophies. At Petersburg, 
jusi before its evacuation, many cannon 
were buried, aud head-boards put at each 
eud to resemble soldiers' graves. The ne- 
|T0SS. always loyal U> the North, imme- 
diately revealed the trick, and upward ot 
one hundred field -pieces have already been 
exhumed. The uinouut of war material 
now accumulated by the Government, both 
of its own manufacture and captured from 
the rebels, is almost incredible. Speaking 
of gunsiu a wholesale way, an artillery of- 
ficer lately intimated that the cannon, cais- 
sons, ambulances, army wagons, <fcc, with 
their teams, would make a columu reach- 
ing from New York to California.— ( Wash- 
ington Star.

'hut of the largest slave owner in Missouri, 
who formerly held a high position in the 
I'uiled States Government. This gentle- 
man is delighted with the change from 
slavery to freedom. The Dispatch says: 

lie had ;airly tried the experiment, and 
found that his servants were worth twice as 
much uuder wages as they were under the 
old slave regime. He gives them a proper 
>bare of all the produce they raise, and 
after furnishing them with dwellings to live 
in, and teams and tools to wor . with, his 
cart* and responsibility end; while they are 
at work early aud late pursuiug their labor 
with tireless euergy, in order to secure food 
and clothing for their families, and a mod- 
est competence for future years. He sa^s 
that the same sentiment prevails generally 
among sensible meu, and that many of the 
former slaveholders have become the 
strongest abolitionists in the State. He 
says u there is any fear of having slavery 
voted back iulo Missouri, we must not look 
to the old slaveholders, for they would have 
u<> disposition to restore the now univer- 
sally bated and de spised institution. This 
appe.trs to be the general sentiment of in 
telligeut slaveholders throughout the State, 
and so it will turn out at last that cannon 
balls are more powerful arguments than 
those used by the preachers or the press.

T«dl, in which the Captain and mate 
had been killed. 

Brazil, uni ing with Argentine aud Ura- 
gu»y, had commenced a cruel war on Par- 
aguay. 

There are immense forces in the field on 
both sides, and hostilities are being carried 
on without mercy. 

A third revolution has broken out in Bo- 
livia, growing out of the recently self-elect- 
ed President, Villigreggo. The revolution- 
ists were marching ou the city of Lopez, 
and it was thought they would sack the 
city.

Nkw York, July 10.— The Herald pub- 
lishes documents relative to the Russian 
American Telegraph, which is now pro- 
gressing rapidly, and announces that ar- 
r ngements are being made for a line 
through Mexico to Panama, and all South 
American cities. 

The Times' Washington special says : In 
the trial of Miss Harris, for the murder of 
Burroughs, the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion is about complete, and consists mainly 
of simple proof of circumstances of the 
murder, as heretofore given. 

The counsel for Miss Harris set up the 
defense of insanity aud offered to introduce 
the correspondence which passed between 
them, aud then prove that it was the break- 
ing oft of these relations that produced iu- 
sanity on the part of the accused. The 
letters number D7, and date from Novem- 
ber, 1858, to August, 1803.
